President Wilson has informed the 
German government that he has trans- 
mitted its cortepondence to him, seek- 
ing an armistice-and ‘peace, to. the 


‘ilies, with the suggestion that if 
these governments are disposed to ef- 
feet peace upon the terms and the 
principles indicated, their military ad 
visors and the military advisors of the 
United States be asked to submit the 
necessary terms of such ‘an armistice | i 
as will fully protect the interest of the!
